KIRVEN, Tex., May 6.— Three negroes- were burned to 
death at the same stake here at 5 o’clock this morning by a 
mob of five hundred determined men following their alleged 
implication in a criminal assault and the murder of 17-year-old 
Eula Awsley, white girl, whose mutilated body was found 
near here Thursday night. 
“Snap” Curry, the first negro burned, was taken from 
the custody of Freestone county officers earlier in the night 
as he was being conveyed from Wortham to some point west. 
It is alleged that he confessed to the mob that he assaulted 
and murdered the girl and that on his confession he implicated 
two other negroes, J. H. Varney and Moses Jones.
